Bethel Methodist Church, 
Spartanburg, S. C., November 24, 1915. 
The Upper South Carolina Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, convened its first annual session in Bethel 
Methodist Church, Spartanburg, S. C., at 9:30 a. m., Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 24, 1915, Bishop Collins Denny in the chair. 

Bishop Denny conducted the opening devotional services, leading 
the Conference in prayer, after which he administered the Sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper, assisted by J. B. Traywick, J. L. Stokes, R. E. 
Turnipseed and Henry Stokes. 

The roll was called by P. B. Wells, Secretary, Pro Tern. Ninety- 
seven clerical and six lay members answered to their names. 

P. B. Wells was elected Secretary, with W. J. Snyder, assistant. R. 

E. Turnipseed was elected Statistical Secretary, with J. R. T. Major, S. 
O. Cantey and R. E. Sharp, assistants. 

On motion of A. N. Brunson, the hours of meeting and adjournment 
were fixed — meet at 9:30 a. m. and adjourn at 1 p. m. The bar was fixed 
to include the first ten pews in front in the main auditorium.

Bishop A. W. Wilson was introduced to the Conference. 

The Rev. Joshua Soule Hunter, D. D., of the Richmond branch of the 
publishing house, was introduced. 

Upon the request of M. L. Carlisle, the privilege of the floor was 
granted to C. P. Sanders, who was introduced and spoke in the interest 
of the Textile Industrial Institute. 

D. E. Camak stated that, by invitation, members of the institute 
would conduct a special service in the church on Friday afternoon. 

It was moved by Jno. O. Willson, and adopted, that at 3 o’clock on 
Friday afternoon a meeting of the Brotherhood be held, and that after 
that we receive the representatives of the Textile Industrial Institute. 

A. N. Brunson presented an invitation from Converse College, 
requesting the Conference to dine at the college on Thursday after- 
noon at 5 o’clock. The invitation was accepted. 

The report of the Educational Commission was read, and referred 
to the Board of Education. 

The following resolution, offered by Jno. O. Willson, was adopted: 

That the Upper South Carolina Conference adopt the standing orders 
and rules that obtained and were of force in the Conference of which it 
was a part until November, 1914: That the Committee on Standing 
Resolutions be appointed a committee to consider all these orders and 
rules and to report to the next session of this body such orders and 
rules as shall be deemed best for the direction of the deliberation and 
work of this Conference. (See Resolution “A.”) 

The following resolution, offered by R. E. Stackhouse, in regard to 
the centenary of Bishop Asbury’s death, was adopted: 

Whereas, The centenary of Bishop Asbury’s death falls in the year 
1916; and, 

Whereas, The several branches of American Methodism are planning 
fittingly to observe the occasion in all the Annual Conferences and 
Methodist churches of America: be it 

Resolved, By the Upper South Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, that a committee of three be appointed by the 
presiding Bishop of this session of our Conference to provide an Asbury 
program for the session of 1916, and to arrange for the observance in all 
of our churches of the Sunday preceding the 100th anniversary of his 
death. (See Resolution “B.”) 

Bishop Denny appointed the following committee to carry out the 
purposes of the above-named resolution: M. L. Carlisle, Jno. O. Willson 
and J. L. Stokes. 

The following resolution, offered by Jno. O. Willson and O. M. Abney, 
was adopted: 

Whereas, The South Carolina Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church is now in session in this city; be it 
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Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed to convey to said Confer- 
ence and its presiding Bishop the fraternal greetings and hearty good 
wishes of this body. (See Resolution “C.”) 

Reports and communications from the various connectional interests 
were presented and referred without reading, as follows: 

Report of the Sunday School Board to the Conference Sunday School 
Board; report of Secretary of Laymen’s Missionary Movement to the 
Board of Missions; communication from the Correspondence School to 
the Board of Education; report of the General Epworth League Board 
to the Conference Epworth League Board; report of the Publishing 
House to the Committee on Books and Periodicals; report of the Gen- 
eral Board of Church Extension to the Conference Board of Church 
Extension; report from the General Board of Education to the Con- 
ference Board of Education; report of the Trustees of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, to the Joint Board of Finance; report from 
Methodist Benevolent Association to the Committee on Conference 
Relations. 

Jno. O. Willson moved that the privilege of the floor be granted to 
the members of the South Carolina Annual Conference. Carried. 

Question 6. Who are received by transfer from other Conferences? 
was called, and answered as follows: James Boyce Mahaffey, from the 
Tennessee Annual Conference; J. B. Kilgore, Hamlin Etheredge, J. W. 
Bailey, E. S. Jones, T. A. Shealy and R. C. Boulware, from the South

The Rev. Thos. H. Law, D. D., of the Presbyterian Church, and 
Henry L. Wriston, Secretary of the Methodist Ministers’ Relief Asso- 
ciation, were introduced. 

Question 22. Are all the preachers blameless in their life and official 
administration? was called, and the character of Presiding Elders 
examined and passed as follows: T. C. O’Dell, J. W. Kilgo, W. P. 
Meadors, P. F. Kilgo, P. B. Wells and R. E. Stackhouse. 

W. E. Barre, R. A. Child, R. R. Dagnall, G. T. Harmon, R. L. Hol- 
royd and I. J. Newberry were called, and, upon announcement of their 
death during the year, their names were referred to the Committee on 
Memoirs. 

J. Fuller Lyon presented a paper from the Joint Board of Finance 
setting forth what in their judgment would be an equitable division 
between the two Conferences of the claimants upon the Joint Board. 
The paper was adopted. (See Reports.) 

Question 22. Are all the preachers blameless in their life and official 
administration? was resumed, and W. S. Martin and E. W. Mason were 
called, and, upon examination and passage of character, their names 
were referred to the Committee on Conference Relations for the super- 
numerary relation. 

M. M. Brabham, R. F. Bryant, J. E. Carlisle, W. A. Clarke, Marion 
Dargan, R. L. Duffie, W. L. Gault, L. L. Inabinet were called, and, upon 
examination and passage of character, were referred to the Committee 
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on Conference Relations for the superannuate relation. The character 
of J. F. Anderson and D. P. Boyd was examined and passed, and at 
their own request their names were referred for the superannuate 
relation. W. P. Meadors asked for the reference of his name for the 
superannuate relation, which request was granted.

Denny. 

SECOND DAY — Thursday. 

Bethel Methodist Church, 
Spartaxburg, S. C., November 25, 1915. 

Conference was called to order this morning at 9:30, Bishop Collins 
Denny in the chair. 

Opening devotions were conducted by J. W. Speake. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

On motion of Jno. O. Willson, the roll of absentees was called. 
Eighteen clerical and twelve lay members, not present yesterday, 
answered to their names. 

I. N. Eubanks was substituted for J. L. Quinby, lay delegate from 
Columbia District. 

W. S. Morrison was substituted for P. W. Sullivan on Committee on 
District Conference Journals. 

J. D. Harris was substituted for T. A. Sizemore, lay delegate from 
Greenville District. 

R. E. Stackhouse offered the following resolution, which was referred 
to the Committee on Standing Resolutions: 

Whereas, The Discipline of our Church requires Annual Conference 
Boards of Missions, Education, Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and 
Church Extension to provide for anniversary meetings during the Con- 
ference session, and it is the custom of some of the other boards to 
arrange anniversaries when practicable: be it 

Resolved, That the chairmen of the Boards of Missions, Education, 
Sunday Schools, Church Extension, Epworth Leagues, Bible Society and 
Lay Activities are hereby constituted a standing committee to arrange, 
after consultation with the Secretaries of the General Boards and the 
presiding Bishop, such schedule of meetings as will best conserve the 
interests concerned. This schedule shall be published in the Southern 
Christian Advocate with the usual Conference notices, and a copy of it 
furnished the Committee on Public Worship early in the Conference ses- 
sion. (See Resolution “D.”) 

R. E. Turnipseed offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

Whereas, An assessment is now made for the American Bible Society: 
be it 
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Resolved , That all money collected for this cause be remitted to the 
Conference Treasurer and transmitted by him to the offices of the 
American Bible Society. (See Resolution “E.”) 

Question 1. Who are. admitted on trial? was called, and Morris Keener 
Meadors, Joseph Earle Steadman, Joseph Dempsey Griffin, Alexander 
Quay Rice, Wade Hampton Lewis, Alexander McBee Doggett, Charles 
Pettigrew Carter, Benjamin Herbert Harvey, George Heyward Hodges, 
George Thomas Hughes and Jacob Festus Golightly, being duly recom- 
mended and having stood an approved examination before the Commit- 
tee on Applicants, and being duly recommended by the Committee on 
Admissions, were admitted on trial. 

W. V. Martin, Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. of this city, was intro- 
duced and brought words of greeting. 

Report No. 1 of the Board of Missions was read by R. E. Turnipseed 
and confirmed. (See Reports.) 

Question 10. What traveling preachers are elected deacons? was called, 
and William Forney Gault, Darling Earle Jeff coat, Pierce Riddle Kilgo, 
William Paschal Meadors, Jr., and Gobe Smith, having stood approved 
examinations upon the prescribed course of study, upon examination 
and passage of character, were elected deacons and advanced to the 
class of the third year. Hollis Alexander Whitten, already a Dea- 
con, having stood an approved examination upon the course of study, 
upon examination and passage of character, was advanced to the class 
of the third year. Watson Boone Duncan, Jr., of the class of the sec- 
ond year, stool an approved examination, but was continued on trial. 

Question 5. Who are readmitted? was called, and answered, none. 

The Bishop announced that he would receive the class into full con- 
nection tomorrow at 10:30 a. m. 

Question 7. Who are received from other churches as local preachers? 
was called, and answered, none. 

Question 8. Who are received from other churches as traveling preach- 
ers? was called, and answered as follows: Scuddy Blackman White was 
received from the Baptist Church, conditioned on his assuming the vows 
for Elder’s orders. 

William Alfred Duckworth was received from the Baptist Church, on 
trial, conditioned on his assuming the vows for Elder’s orders, and on 
his signing a statement of his agreement with the doctrines and polity 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Jno. O. Willson moved to reconsider the case of Scuddy Blackman 
White. Carried. 

Jno. O. Willson then moved that Scuddy Blackman White be received 
on trial, conditioned on his assuming the vows for Elder’s orders. The 
motion prevailed and he was admitted. 

The Rev. C. S. McKenney, of the Texas Conference, special agent of 
the Representative Church at Washington, D. C., was introduced and 
addressed the Conference in the interest of his work. 
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It was moved and carried that the matter of unpaid subscriptions to 
this enterprise be referred to the Board of Church Extension.

Denny reading the Scripture lesson. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

R. E. Stackhouse moved that we reconsider the passage, on yesterday, 
of the character of W. B. Duncan, Jr. Carried. 

On motion of Jno. O. Willson, the vote admitting on trial Scuddy 
Blackman White was reconsidered, and thereupon he was received as 
an Elder, with the requirement that he shall take the four years’ course 
of study and pass upon the same.

REPORTS. 

Board of Education — No. 1. 

The Board of Education begs leave to offer the following preamble 
and resolutions as its Report No. 1: 

Whereas, The Educational Commission has thought best to postpone 
the active campaign for raising funds to meet the financial needs of our 
educational institutions for another year; and, 

Whereas, Said institutions are in immediate need of money to meet 
current expenses, and to pay off note or notes becoming due in the 
spring: therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That special emphasis be laid upon the needs of our 
colleges at our mid-year meeting of the Board of Missions and Presid- 
ing Elders, at the Pastors’ Conferences and Missionary Institutes, and 
at the District Conferences ; and that special effort be made to collect 
the educational assessment in full. 

2. That we recommend that the pastors organize an Educational Com- 
mittee in every church where practicable, to assist them in all matters 
pertaining to the cause of Christian education. 

3. That we recommend that Thursday before the fourth Sunday in 
February be observed throughout the Conference as a day of prayer 
for the cause of Christian education in general, and especially for our 
own colleges in South Carolina. 

4. That we protest earnestly against that discrimination against the 

educational assessment that has heretofore prevailed to too great an 
extent. E. T. Hodges, Chairman.

Board of Education — No. 2. 

The Board of Education has received reports from all of our colleges 
and schools, and has given due consideration to all of the facts and 
requests therein contained. All of these institutions suffered consider- 
able financial loss by reason of depressed business conditions that pre- 
vailed during the period covered by the session of 1914-1915. This is 
notably the case with Lander College, the income of which lacked at 
least $1,000 of meeting the current expenses of the session. 

The reports for the year 1914-1915, together with the reports of the 
Fall opening of our three colleges, reveal two facts for which we should 
feel profoundly grateful. 1st. The enrollment at the beginning of the 
present session, in each of our colleges was in excess of the total enroll- 
ment for the entire year, 1914-1915. At Wofford College the total enroll- 
ment for 1914-1915 for college and fitting school was 423; the enroll- 
ment at the beginning of the present year was 425, representing an 
increase over the corresponding date last year in the college of 35, and 
a decrease in the fitting school of 14. At Columbia College the total 
enrollment for the scholastic year was 215, while the enrollment at the 
beginning of the present session was 228. At Lander College the total 
enrollment of last year was 209, while the enrollment of the present ses- 
sion was 215. The second fact for which we are grateful is the high type 
of character represented by the young men and women in attendance 
upon our colleges. 
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Dr. Willson, in his report of Lander College, says: “Never in all of 
the years that I have known the school have we had as good behavior 
and as high an average of satisfactory work by the student body.” 

Dr. Daniel says of Columbia College girls: “We have never had a more 
serious minded student body than we now have. The students seem to 
be very earnest and persevering in their work.” 

Dr. Snyder says of the young men at Wofford: “I am glad to be able 
to report that the mass of our students help the faculty to maintain 
proper standards and ideals.” 

Wofford College. — The session of Wofford College, 1914-1915, shows a 
falling off in enrollment under the preceding session by 95, a loss of 
45 to the college proper, and 50 to the fitting school. This loss is 
accounted for to a large degree in the college by the financial stringency 
from which our State has suffered during the past year. The loss 
in the fitting school patronage may be accounted for by the improve- 
ment that has been made recently in the high school system of the State. 
Then there have been opened up within the last two or three years, in 
the territory from which the fitting school draws its largest patronage, 
two competing schools, the one at Greenwood and the other at Welford. 
The enrollment for the present session shows .an improvement, there 
having enrolled at the opening of the session 324 in the college and 101 
in the fitting school, making a total of 425. There are 18 instructors, 
13 in the college and 5 in the fitting school. The total value of the 
grounds, buildings, equipment, loan fund and endowment is $604,012.13. 
On this there is an indebtedness of $50,846.00, leaving net assets of $553,- 
166.13. The loan fund amounts to $9,000.00, and the endowment to 
$189,262.13. 

Columbia College. — The opening at Columbia College this year 
exceeded the total enrollment of last session by 13. This fact shows 
that the slump of last year in patronage was not due to any lack of 
confidence on the part of our people in the character of work done at 
this splendid institution. The president reports that the strong and 
efficient music faculty is impressing itself on the community, and is 
beginning to draw students from the city and near-by towns. The 
faculty consists of 21 instructors, 5 men and 16 women. The value of 
the plant, including lands, buildings, equipment and endowment fund, 
is $249,800.00, upon which there is the following indebtedness: Bonds, 
$60,000.00; floating debt, $30,000.00. The college was self-sustaining 
last session; that is, the income from all sources, when collected, will 
meet the current expenses of the session. 

Lander College. — At Lander College there are signs that are encour- 
aging. The session of 1914-1915 saw a great slump in attendance, falling 
to 209 from 283 for the preceding session. The enrollment at the open- 
ing of the present session, however, exceeded by six the total enrollment 
for the past season. The indications are that the college this year will 
go far toward reaching again the high water-mark attained in 1913-14. 
During the past session 26 young ladies were awarded diplomas. The 
financial stress has made it necessary to cut down the teaching force 
from 23 to 20. The total value of grounds, buildings and equipment is 
$173,780.00. On this property there is an indebtedness of ,$14,085.19. The 
endowment has been increased during the past year from $6,100.00 to 
$7,800.00. One feature of the year’s work that has embarrassed the man- 
agement of the college is that the total income from all sources fell 
nearlv $1,000.00 short of meeting -the current expenses for the year 
1914-15. 

Textile Industrial Institute. — This school has had a prosperous session. 
It enrolled during the past session 107 pupils, 11 of whom graduated — 
that is, completed a course equivalent to 10th grade work. The income 
of the institution was as follows: Tuition and other fees, $225.00; from 
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the Conference Missionary Board, $1,125.00; from special contingent and 
other gifts, $250.00; profit on boarding department, $300.00; General 
Board of Missions, $1,000.00; from personal subscriptions, $2,647.42, 
making a total income of $5,547.42. The value of plant is as follows:

Carlisle Fittmg School. — Carlisle Fitting School opened the 1915-16 
session under most favorable auspices. The enrollment to date is 109, 
eighty-nine of whom are in the boarding department. This is the larg- 
est enrollment in this department in the history of the school. The 
school property consists of a 12-acre campus with nine buildings. The 
total value of the plant is $77,000.00, upon which there is a landed 
indebtedness of $5,000.00. There are five men and three ladies consti- 
tuting the faculty. One of the most notable improvements made during 
the past session was the erection of a $1,600.00 gymnasium upon the 
campus, an improvement made possible by the generous donation of Mr. 
C. T. Rizer, of Olar, S. C. 

Cokeshury Conference School. — The Cokesbury Conference School is 
operated the present year in connection with the local public school. The 
patronage is almost altogether local. The Conference School and the 
public school are both under the efficient management of Prof. E. R. 
Ficklin. The Suber estate in Newberry is now in the hands of the 
chairman of our board, Rev. W. P. Meadors, for settlement. The estate 
will be settled as soon as practicable, and a report will be made to the 
two Conferences which jointly own the school. 

One of the very gratifying features of our educational work is the 
large number of pupils looking to the Christian ministry. There are 
twenty-two such pupils at Wofford College, three at Wofford Fitting 
School, four at Carlisle School, and sixteen at the Textile Industrial 
Institute, making a total of forty-five. 

Connectional Interests . — We are happy in being able to report that 
our Church has suffered no permanent loss in the divorcement of Van- 
derbilt University from the control of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. Instead of it we have today two splendid universities — Emory 
University, located at Atlanta, Ga., for Methodist territory east of 
the Mississippi River, and the Southern Methodist University at Dallas, 
Texas, for the territory west of that river. These two universities repre- 
sent a property valuation of more than five million dollars. There are 
today in these two universities more than 1,200 students. These insti- 
tutions have been made secure to the Church by deeds of gift and by 
charters. The Candler School of Theology is being liberally patronized 
and is offering our ministerial students all the advantages that were 
possible to them at Vanderbilt. The department of Ministerial Supply 
and Training is well organized and is doing splendid work. We recom- 
mend that our examining committees encourage this department of 
Christian education by urging the young preachers to take their Con- 
ference course of study by correspondence with this department, and 
that they accept the certificates from this school in lieu of an examina- 
tion wherever it is possible, and whenever compatible with disciplinary 
requirements. 

One of the paramount needs of our educational institutions at this 
particular time is money. The matter of clearing our colleges of debt, 
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equipping them for more satisfactory work, and adding in a modest 
way to their endowmeht funds, calls for the raising of a large special 
fund within the next year or two. The Educational Commission have 
this matter upon their minds and hearts, and are projecting a plan for 
raising such amount as will give the necessary relief from embarrass- 
ment. We earnestly pray that our preachers and people co-operate 
liberally and loyalty in this enterprise. Institutions of higher learning 
are not self-supporting. The four State institutions, Clemson, Winthrop, 
the University and the Citadel, according to the report of the State 
Superintendent of Education for 1914, have an aggregate of receipts of 
$780,000.00, exclusive of tuition fees. Probably not more than half of 
that amount was expended for current expenses, — still that would leave 
a balance of $390,000.00 spent for current expenses. Secular institu- 
tions are not self-supporting — neither are church colleges. They are 
more nearly self-supporting than are State institutions. In our Church 
we have three great institutions, and they have made heretofore the 
modest request for only $17,500.00 altogether. The great Methodist 
Church in South Carolina, 100,000 strong, paid last year in answer to 
this request only $9,025.00. We call earnestly upon our preachers and 
people to raise the entire educational assessment next year. It is not 
an unreasonable request and our colleges need the entire amount. 

Another matter that gives us grave concern is the growing disregard 
for denominational loyalty in patronizing our church institutions. There 
are far too many Methodist boys and girls in institutions other than 
our own. This is accounted for in part by an unfair competition that 
our institutions have to maintain against the odds indicated by the 
fact that only 24 per cent, of the students in State institutions pay any 
tuition. The denominational preservation of our Church, as well as the 
preservation of her usefulness, is dependent upon the loyal support of 
our institutions by the patronage of our people. Our missionary 
workers, our Sunday school leaders, our Christian teachers and preach- 
ers, as a rule, come from our church schools and colleges: hence we 
should give them our loyal support in both patronage and financial 
contributions. 

Assessments. — The assessment from the General Board of Education 
is $2,202.00. We recommend the following assessments: Wofford Col- 
lege, $5,520.00 ; Columbia College, $2,000.00 ; for Lander College, $2,000.00, 
provided that the South Carolina Conference makes an equal assess- 
ment, otherwise the assessment will stand at $1,000.00 as it has been in 
the past year; for the expenses of the board and the Conference Sec- 
retary of Education, $150.00. 

We recommend further that an assessment of $1,000.00 for the Min- 
isterial Loan Fund be ordered. 

We nominate 11. L. Gray, of Gray Court, S. C., as trustee of Lander, 
in place of W. G. Wilson, who declines to serve.

2. The Commission believes that the canvass for funds for our col- 
leges must be made at some time, and we recommend that our plans 
and organization be continued. 

3. We recommend that during the year, 1916, special emphasis be 
placed upon the cause of Christian education and the needs of our 
colleges and schools. 

We express our high appreciation of the work done by the Rev. W. 
I. Herbert, the Commissioner of Education, under the most adverse 
circumstances, and we request that opportunity be given him to make 
his report to the Conference.

We wish to call special attention to one feature of Church Extension 
which the General Board desires to have emphasized during the ensuing 
Conference year. This is the loan fund. In order to bring this before 
the Conference your board offers the following resolutions: 

Resolved, First, that we heartily endorse the proposition of the General 
Board for a loan fund day throughout the bounds of our church, and 
pledge ourselves to co-operate with the special committee in making it 
a success. 

Second, that our preachers and churches are urged to fall in line with 
the whole church in giving the day designated to the interests of Church 
Extension, affording the people an opportunity to make contributions 
in cash or subscriptions, all cash received to be remitted to the general 
office at Louisville, Ky., and all subscriptions taken, with the amount 
subscribed and address, sent to the same place. 
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Third, we recommend that contributions not otherwise directed within 
the bounds of this Conference, become a part of the Conference Board 
Loan Fund, which fund is administered by this board in the interest of 
church and parsonage building within the bounds of the Conference, 
through the general office at Louisville, Ky. We recommend, also, that 
the amount contributed by the Sunday schools of this Conference be 
added to the Sunday School Loan Fund. 

Fourth, we urge our Presiding Elders, preachers, lay leaders, Sun- 
day school superintendents and Epworth League officers to keep this 
matter before the people, and so to plan that they may be informed on 
the subject, and that they be given an opportunity to make a contribu- 
tion to the Loan Fund Capital of the Board of Church Extension. 

Fifth, we make mention of the fact for the information of all con- 
cerned that the general office at Louisville, Ky., will provide, free of 
charge, literature, charts, etc., for educational purposes, subscription 
blanks, and all other necessary printed matter, for the proper observance 
of the day.

We recognize the unusual conditions that have jirevailed this year, 
and most heartily commend our Presiding Elders and pastors for their 
faithful work. 

The time for holding our mid-year meeting has been set for December 
29th next, and the place, Greenwood, in the Oregon Hotel. 

The assessments for missions remain the same as last year, viz.: 
Foreign Missions, $11,500.00, and Home and Conference Missions, 
$17,480.00, divided as follows: Home Missions, $3,680.00; Conference 
Missions, $13,800.00. We recommend that these assessments be col- 
lected and in the Conference Treasurer’s hands not later than May 
1, 1916. 

Attention is called to the paragraph in the Discipline which provides 
for the disposition of money paid for missions by the Sunday School. 
It is the sense of this board and our recommendation to the Confer- 
ence that none of this money be put on the assessment. We also recom- 
mend that each Sunday School, or a group of Sunday Schools, under- 
take a special for missions in China. This recommendation is not to be 
construed as a wish to disturb existing arrangements whereby some 
Sunday Schools are carrying specials in other fields than China. 

Our general Board of Missions has announced the first week in Jan- 
uary as a week of prayer and self-denial for missions. 

A great missionary conference will be held at Junaluska next sum- 
mer and we urge our friends to attend this conference. 

The Laymen’s Missionary Movement will hold a three days’ con- 
ference in Columbia, February 6-9, 1916. 

The Textile Industrial Institute is an institution worthy of our sup- 
port. We commend Rev. D. E. Camak, president, to our people, and 
request our pastors to give him an opportunity to present the needs of 
the institution. Rev. D. A. Lewis has been chosen field agent for the 
Textile Industrial Institute; and we also commend him to our people.

« Sunday School Board. 

To the Members of the Upper South Carolina Conference. 

Dear Brethren: The Sunday School Board begs leave to submit the 
following report: 
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Recognizing the fact that the urgent need of the Church today is the 
religious education and evangelization of her forces, and that in the 
providence of God the Sunday School is to bear a large part of this 
important work, your Board has given careful and prayerful consid- 
eration to such matters as in its judgment most vitally affect the inter- 
ests of Sunday Schools within our borders. 

Our Literature. — In the report of our Sunday School editor we find 
much to gratify us. The literature that is being furnished our people 
is of a very high order, both in its subject matter and in its mechanical 
make-up — second to none. We are not surprised, therefore, that this 
report shows a present circulation throughout the Church, including 
our' graded literature, of 2,139,675 copies. With such a literature no 
worker need complain that he has not sufficient tools within his reach 
with which to do the most efficient work. We urge our people every- 
where to use the literature of their own Church, and we call upon the 
preachers and laymen of this Conference to co-operate with this Board 
in its efforts to see that a liberal supply of literature is had by every 
school within our bounds. 

Wesley Bible Classes. — The Wesley Bible Class work throughout the 
Church succeeds more and more. The report of Dr. Bulla, superintend- 
ent of the Adult Bible Class Department, shows an enrollment of 5,700 
classes with a membership of 170,000. We are glad to note that a 
leading part in this great movement has been taken by South Carolina 
Methodism. In this Conference 313 classes have been duly organized 
and registered. At a federation meeting held in Spartanburg in July 
of the present year, made up of delegates from the two Conferences, 
there were over 1,500 in attendance. Considering the instruction, 
inspiration and fellowship that come of such a gathering of our finest 
men and women, it is not hard to see what a mighty force for good can 
be delivered when they return to do their best work in the local church. 
Your Board would urge all our Bible classes, adult, senior and inter- 
mediate, to organize according to the plan prescribed by the General 
Sunday School Board, and to express their loyalty by enrolling in the 
Wesley Bible Class Department. 

Teacher Training. — The need for trained teachers is keenly felt in 
all parts of our great Church. The enlarged plans of the General Sun- 
day School Board contemplate the meeting of the needs of the Church 
at this point in a more far-reaching way than ever before. Rev. J. W. 
Shackford, the new superintendent of this department, has fallen 
heartily in with the plans of the Board, and under his leadership the 
Church may well expect the most satisfactory results. In line with what 
the General Board is now doing in the preparation of suitable text- 
books, institute work, etc., the Sunday School leaders of this Con- 
ference, both preachers and laymen, should do all in their power to 
bring this work to an ultimate success in every Sunday School. 

District Organization. — Your Board heartily approves the following 
plan of District organization, as recommended by the General Sunday 
School Board: 

1. District organization: 

(1) An executive committee, with the presiding elder chairman 
ex officio. 

(2) A district secretary. 

(3) Department superintendents — Elementary, Home Department, 
Teacher-Training, and Wesley Bible Classes. 

2. The following meetings: 

(1) Annual district institute. 

(2) Special institutes conducted by flying squadrons. 

(3) Special meetings at strategic points. 
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(4) Institutes, round tables, and like meetings during sessions of 
Annual Conferences. 

(5) Institutes in our educational institutions. 

3. The organization of Sunday Schools according to the standard of 
efficiency established by the General Sunday School Board. 

Decision Day . — It is recommended that pastors and , superintendents 
of all our Sunday Schools set apart the Sunday preceding Easter for 
the observance of Decision or Commitment Day. It is also recommended 
that wherever practicable schools have a Decision or Commitment Day 
at the end of each quarter. 

Children’s Day . — We call special attention to the disciplinary require- 
ment regarding Children’s Day, viz., that all our schools shall observe 
the day, that an offering shall be taken and at once turned over to the 
pastor, who shall forward same to the treasurer of the Conference Sun- 
day School Board. 

Missionary . — Under the new legislation of the Church the General 
Board of Missions is required to turn over to the General Sunday School 
Board an amount equal to ten per cent, of the aggregate of all offer- 
ings made in the Sunday School for missions. This co-operative plan 
will stimulate both the missionary and Sunday School work. Our 
preachers and Sunday School workers should see that all missionary 
money collected in the Sunday Schools be properly designated and for- 
warded as directed by the Discipline. 

Attention is also called to the disciplinary provision that every school 
be regarded as a missionary society, that a missionary committee to 
have charge of all missionary activities of the school be appointed and 
that one Sunday in the month be observed as Missionary Day, at which 
offerings for missions shall be taken. 

We ask that the Conference continue to levy an assessment equal to 
one per cent, of assessment for preacher in charge, that the same be 
taken in the early part of the year and forwarded to the treasurer of 
the Conference Sunday School Board. We also ask that the Joint 
Board of Finance be directed to apportion this assessment among the 
districts. 

We respectfully ask the Bishop to appoint L. F. Beaty assistant Sun- 
day School editor.

Epworth League. 

While the Epworth League is growing in numbers and interest, we 
do not think it is making the progress it should. It is one of the most 
important arms of the Church. Its place as the training school of the 
Church has not been realized, and the Board is very anxious to get the 
matter before the Church and upon the conscience of the Church. 
There are forty-nine active League Chapters in the Upper South Caro- 
lina Conference, and in these will be found many earnest workers. 
Out of these Leagues have gone into the home and foreign fields a 
number of workers. The total membership of the Epworth Leagues of 
the Upper South Carolina Conference is 1,963. 

The Leagues of the Upper South Carolina Conference contributed to 
all purposes last year $1,937.00, of which amount $582.00 was for 
missions. 

Other Protestant denominations are realizing as never before the 
importance of training their young people, and they are paying special 
attention to this great phase of church activity. 
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We are of the opinion that with a good secretary in the field the 
Epworth League will, instead of being a burden on the Conference, be 
the means of increasing the revenue for all departments of Church work. 

We beg that each pastor will endeavor during the year to have at 
least one League in his charge; that the Presiding Elders will stress 
written reports of the preachers in charge, and if they have not a 
League, to give a good reason therefor. 

Believing in the possibilities for greater good to our young, people and 
to our Church through the means of the Epworth League, our Board 
begs the privilege of making the following recommendations: 

1. That a series of District Conferences shall be held annually in each 
district, which we earnestly beg that all preachers, whenever possible, 
will attend. 

2. That the Conference take direct supervision of the League through- 
out the Church, as the Discipline provides, and that the League work be 
placed on the same footing as the Sunday School. 

3. That Anniversary Day be observed in every charge on or as near 
the second Sunday in May as practicable. 

4. That each pastor urge the young people to support the Africa 
Special. 

5. That our pastors attend, whenever possible, the Summer Con- 
ference at Junaluska, and also urge their young people to attend.

Books and Periodicals. 

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals regret that the data before 
them was too meager to enable them to speak of this important cause, 
except in the most general terms. 

The Methodist Church, from the beginning, has laid great stress on 
the importance of our people reading good literature. If knowledge 
is power, when rightly applied, then the lack of knowledge must be 
weakness. Religion means light, and true Christianity stimulates a 
thirst for knowledge. Mr. Wesley realized this, and wrote innumerable 
tracts and many books, and sought diligently to circulate them among 
the people, and induce them to read and study them. Methodism has 
perpetuated his policy in its great publishing houses and systematic 
effort to put religious literature in the hands of our people. We now 
have an abundant literature, both of good books and periodicals; but 
the great problem is to get our preachers and our people to read them. 
It is all the more important that we should do so to counteract, in some 
measure, the effect of the non-religious literature that floods our news- 
stands, and is industriously circulated among the people. The best 
thing we could do to promote all the interests of the Church in our 
bounds would be to sow our territory deep with our literature. We 
should make a house-to-house canvass and try to put a copy of the 
Southern Christian Advocate and the Nashville Christian Advocate in 
every Methodist home. We should try to get our intelligent laymen 
to take the Review, and read it. We should organize reading circles, 
and put the recent biographies of our great men, like Bishop Hoss’ 
“Life of McKendree” and Dr. DuBose’s “Life of Asbury,” in the hands 
of our young people. We should preach on the importance of reading 
and make Methodism the synonym of intelligent Christianity. It is said 
there are 40,000 white people in South Carolina who cannot read. 
One of our Presiding Elders made inquiry into the matter, and from 
the data obtained in his district, it is safe to say that a very small 
number of these illiterates are among our Methodist people. While 
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this is gratifying, we would be happier if we felt sure that our Meth- 
odist people were reading our religious books and periodicals. 

The recent death of Itev. Gross Alexander, D. D., Book Editor and 
Editor of the Review, removed from his post one of the strong men of 
our Church in this department of its work. Dr. Alexander made a 
Review that challenged comparison with the best, and was a leader in 
religious thought. In the election of the Rev. Horace M. DuBose, 
D. D., to succeed him, the Church has committed the task of safe- 
guarding its books and periodicals to worthy hands. We bespeak for 
our new book editor the cordial and prayerful support of our people. 

We cannot speak too highly of our excellent Sunday School and Mis- 
sionary literature; and we commend to our young people the Epwortli 
Era and the admirable publications of the Board in the interest of 
their work. 

We otfer the following resolutions for your adoption: 

First. That as preachers and laymen, we will ourselves read more of 
our books and periodicals, and set our people the example of giving an 
important place to this means of grace. 

Second. That we will make an earnest effort to put a copy of the 
Southern Christian Advocate and the Nashville Christian Advocate in 
every Methodist home in our bounds. 

Third. That we will endeavor to make our people acquainted with 
our books, calling their attention to the new books that come from the 
press from time to time. 

Fourth. That we will, in every way we can, magnify the importance 
of reading our Church literature in order to promote loyalty and a high 
and efficient type of Christian character.

Epworth Orphanage. 

November 21, 1915. 

Dear Brethren: We beg to submit the following report of the Epworth 
Orphanage for the year 1915: 

The Orphanage has so far safely passed through the trying times 
caused by the European war. The institution is crow'ded with children; 
graduated last June the largest class in its history; has had no death 
nor fire, and has received sufficient donations to meet its expenses. 
For all of these blessings we are truly grateful to God and His people. 

The Orphanage opened its doors and received its first three children 
January 20, 1890. Since that time 672 children have been received into 
the home; many of these have grown to manhood and womanhood and 
are today taking a man’s or woman’s place in life’s duties. The 
Orphanage is putting good citizens into the commonwealth, and the 
Church may look with satisfaction upon the work here. Twenty-three 
children have been admitted during the year, 13 have graduated, and 23 
others have found positions, gone out to relatives and otherwise. There 
are 228 in the institution with others accepted. The graduates enter life 
to make industrious, honest citizens. 

The Orphanage maintains its graded school of ten grades and com- 
pulsory education prevails on the campus. Its graduates are able to 
enter the freshman class of our colleges. The effort is made also to 
teach most of the children a trade, so that they may be breadwinners 
and wage earners as soon as they leave the Orphanage. The farm, 
marble yard, printing office, laundry, sewing room, the kitchen and other 
departments, furnish opportunities to the children to learn useful 
things, but we still need to establish more industries that we may teach 
every child a trade. 
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The general health of the children has been good this year. 

The Orphanage physician has found some cases of pellagra here for 
the past few years, generally of a mild type. Some of the children 
come to the Orphanage with this affection and a number of cases were 
reported as being here the present year during the spring and summer, 
but we know of no case that has ever proved fatal. The U. S. Public 
Health Service has secured permission to demonstrate at the Orphanage 
that pellagra can be prevented and cured by making certain corrections 
in the diet, and the government is now at work here directing the diet 
system, and bearing the additional expense incurred. During the latter 
part of August the physician representing the government, with the 
Orphanage physician, Dr. H. W. Rice, examined the children and said 
he found evidences of the disease in only a few cases at that time. 

The industries here have felt the general financial depression. 

The marble yard and printing office, during the first part of the year, 
were unable to secure enough orders to run full time, but with return- 
ing business the outlook is brighter. These industries are operated to 
teach the boys a trade and generally more than pay the operating 
expenses. Good crops have been made in field and garden. The 
Orphanage has bought no corn for its stock in the past twelve years, 
and the effort is constantly made to raise in the field and garden as 
many of our necessities as possible. 

No buildings have been erected on the campus this year. 

• The sewer system installed last year has worked well. Buildings and 
outhouses have been kept in repair and insurance kept in force. While 
we have had a hard year financially, it is with sincere gratitude that we 
report that the Orphanage has not failed to receive enough for current 
expenses. During the spring and summer months the donations were 
less than the expenses, even after the strictest economy was practiced; 
but reviewing the year, we are truly thankful to say that sufficient funds 
have been received to meet all our expenses. The Labor Day proposi- 
tion seems to have met with a more hearty response than ever before. 
The Orphanage is supported by the voluntary offerings of our people, 
arid its principal source of income is the monthly gifts sent us. 
Especially do we desire to commend the “Special Support Plan” of many 
of our churches, Sunday Schools, Wesley Classes and individuals, who 
send us $5.00 a month for the support of a child. 

The Orphanage has no financial agent and must look to the pastors, 
superintendents and individuals to see that sufficient funds are fur- 
nished to care for the orphan children for whom the Church has assumed 
to provide. 

We sincerely appreciate the interest and successful efforts that a 
large number of our pastors and Sunday School superintendents have 
put forth in behalf of the Epworth Orphanage, and beg our brethren 
everywhere to keep the Orphanage and its need before our people. 

By the will of Brother Edward Ehrlich, chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, $10,000 was given the Epworth Orphanage, $5,000 on endow- 
ment fund, $5,000 for the Edward Ehrlich Home. This amount has 
been paid the Orphanage by his executors. Brother Ehrlich has been 
connected with the Orphanage a long time and was a good friend of 
the Orphanage. 

The State Grand Lodge of Masons has provided this year for the 
support of 23 orphans here, whose fathers were Masons in good stand- 
ing. We beg leave to commend the wisdom of our brethren and to 
thank them for their gifts. 

One of the chief concerns of the Orphanage is the spiritual welfare 
of the children. A live Sunday school is on the campus, while the 
Epworth Church on the campus is regularly served by the pastor of 
the Shandon charge. Almost all the children of school age join the 
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Church. Two Sunday services are invariably held; 16 children have 
joined the Church this year. Annual revival services are held and oft- 
times around the altar service the spirit of God is manifested as of old. 
Gracious meetings are held every year that revive the spirits of God’s 
people, giving them courage to be faithful to the end, and also drive 
conviction home to the unsaved. Truly, the best thing at the Orphanage 
is its church. 

Dr. E. M. Whaley, specialist, continues to treat without charge the 
diseases of eye, ear and throat among the children. 

Dr. R. T. Dial, dentist, comes each week to care for the teeth of the 
children. 

Dr. H. W. Rice, Orphanage physician, has been prompt to visit the 
sick and has given careful consideration to sanitary conditions. These 
brethren have been rendering their services gratis, and we are grateful 
for their valuable and effective service. 

The many gifts of groceries, clothing and supplies sent us this year 
by friends all over the State we acknowledge with thanks. 

We also cheerfully acknowledge the many favors received from the 
press of the State in disseminating information, the railways in granting 
reduced freight and passenger rates, and to the manufacturers for 
donations received. 

We sincerely appreciate the kindly interest in the Orphanage mani- 
fested both by word and deed by so many good people all over the 
State. 

We have sought Divine guidance in the management of the affairs 
of the institution, and are trusting Him, through His people, to continue 
to provide for the orphan children under the care of the Church. 

The Board of Managers have unanimously re-elected Rev. W. B. 
Wharton superintendent of the Orphanage, and respectfully request 
Bishop Denny to reappoint him to that position.

Commision on Transfer of Property. 

To the South Carolina Conference and the Upper South Carolina 
Conference: 

This Commission, appointed pursuant to resolutions passed on Novem- 
ber 28, 1914, at the Annual Conference, which met at Sumter, S. C., 
respectfully reports: 

Your Commission held a meeting during the session of the General 
Assembly in January, 1915. It was then decided to incorporate the 
Upper South Carolina Conference before proceeding any further. This 
was done by an act of the Legislature. (See Acts of 1915, page 450.) 

The next meeting of the Commission was held during the session of 
the Upper South Carolina Conference, at Spartanburg, S. C. It was 
then decided that several amendments to the various charters of the 
several Conference institutions would be necessary in order to carry 
out the resolutions of the Conference in Sumter, above alluded to. 

The matter of amending the charter of the Upper South Carolina 
Conference, if necessary, and of Wofford College and of the Textile and 
Industrial Institute, was referred to H. B. Carlisle and J. A. McCul- 
lough. 

The matter of amending the charters of Lander College and Cokes- 
Imry District School to C. C. Featherstone. 

The matter of amending charter of Columbia College to E. C. Dennis. 

The matter of amending charter of South Carolina Conference and of 
Epworth Orphanage to Charleton DuRant. 
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It further recommended that the funds now on hand and administered 
by the Board of Managers of the Legal Conference be divided between 
the two Conferences as soon as a Board of Managers is appointed for 
the Upper South Carolina Conference, this division to be made at such 
time and in such manner as may be mutually convenient to the two 
Boards. 

We desire to call the attention of your honorable bodies to the fact 
that any elections or appointments made by either or both of the said 
Conferences, prior to the passage of any of the acts of the Legislature 
above referred to, may be confirmed and ratified in said acts. 

We recommend that the trustees of the various institutions pass, 
after the said charters have been amended, suitable resolutions which 
shall be spread upon the minutes, declaring in proper language that they 
hold the properties under their control, to be administered for the 
benefit of both Conferences. This matter will also be provided for more 
definitely in the various acts of the Legislature to be passed. 

The Commission are of the opinion that the fund known as the 
“James L. Belin Fund” should belong exclusively to the South Carolina 
Conference, as under the terms of the trust the money is to be expended 
solely for the benefit of the Methodist Church at Murrell’s Inlet, in 
Georgetown county.

These plans led to 
the submission of bids to publish the Advocate by the following:

Intelligencer, Anderson, S. C. ; Oulla Printing and Binding Co., Ander- 
son, S. C. 

At a meeting of the Board held in Columbia, S. C., December 18, 

1914, the contract to publish the Advocate was awarded to the Anderson 
Intelligencer, Anderson, S. C., and on same day a written agreement 
covering the details of the matter in hand was duly executed. Under 
this agreement the Advocate was published for five months. 

With the consent of all parties concerned, on the 3d day of June, 

1915, the Anderson Intelligencer transferred all its rights and privi- 
leges under the contract it had with your Board to the Anderson Print- 
ing Co., Anderson, S. C. On the same day the said Anderson Printing 
Co. entered into a written agreement with your Board, secured by a ten 
thousand dollar bond, to publish the Advocate till December 31, 1918.. 

It was deemed best to make no change in the regular and the estab- 
lished price of the paper. This was left, as it had been for years, at 
$1.50 per annum. The only exception now made to this flat rate, $1.50 
per annum, is that of granting some concessions to any congregation 
that places an Advocate in every family in the church. 

The Board of Managers has tried to be faithful to the trust that has 
been committed to it, and asks that you be faithful to the Advocate.

' MINUTES OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Spartanburg, S. C., November 23, 1915. 

The first session of the Upper South Carolina Conference Historical 
Society met in Bethel Methodist Episcopal Church, South, on Tuesday 
evening, November 23d, 1915, the Rev. M. L. Carlisle, D. D., in the chair. 

After the singing of hymn number five in the Hymnal, the Rev. J. C. 
Chandler led in prayer. 

W. C. Owen, Secretary and Treasurer of the South Carolina Confer- 
ence Historical Society, was requested to act as secretary and to read 
the minutes of the last meeting. 

Dr. John O. Willson moved that the Constitution of the old society, 
with two slight changes, be adopted as the Constitution of this society. 
The motion was adopted. (See Constitution attached.) 

The Rev. E. Toland Hodges was introduced as the speaker of the 
evening, and delivered a very timely lecture on “The Life of Methodism,” 
copies of which had been printed through the generosity of Dr. M. L. 
Carlisle, and were distributed to' all the members of the society. 

On motion of the Rev. John O. Willson, D. D., thanks of the society 
were extended Brother Hodges, and the editor of the Advocate was 
asked to publish this address. 

Envelopes were then distributed and the dues of the society collected. 

On motion of the Rev. A. E. Holler, the thanks of the society were 
extended to Dr. Carlisle for his great kindness in publishing this address 
at his own expense. 

The chair appointed Dr. John O. Willson and Rev. J. E. Mahaffey 
as a committee to nominate officers for the society. On their nomination 
the following were elected: 

Dr. M. L. Carlisle, President; Dr. J. L. Stokes, First Vice President; 
Rev. J. B. Tray wick. Second Vice President; Rev. A. E. Driggers, 
Secretary-Treasurer; Dr. D. D. Wallace, Curator. 

Dr. D. D. Wallace was elected speaker for 1916. 

On motion of Dr. John O. Willson, the society proposed to the South 
Carolina Conference that the Historical Society of the two Conferences 
alternate in the selection of speakers, letting the same speaker appear 
before both societies, and publishing a joint address for distribution to 
the members of both societies. 

The following donations were made to the society: Two volumes of 
“History of the Methodist Episcopal Church,” by Nathan Bangs, pre- 
sented by Dr. M. L. Carlisle for Rev. J. P. Winningham; a “Pastor’s 
Plan” of St. Paul’s church, Greenville, given by R. L. Holroyd, deceased, 
to Rev. E. S. Jones, his successor on that charge, and by him presented 
to the society. 

The class to be admitted and all transfers to this Conference were 
elected members of the society. 
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The Rev. J. B. Traywick offered to secure for the society a chair 
frequently occupied by Bishop Asbury in his visits to Winnsboro, which 
offer was unanimously accepted. 

After an exhortation by Dr. Carlisle, that all the brethren would be 
on the lookout for, and secure, historical data for the society, and after 
the reading of the minutes, the Conference adjourned with the benedic- 
tion. 

The Rev. H. B. Browne, for many years president of the South Caro- 
lina Conference Historical Society, was present and addressed the Con- 
ference.

Constitution of the Historical Society of the Upper South Carolina 
Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Article I. Name. 

This Association shall be called the Historical Society of the Upper 
South Carolina Annual Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Article IT. Membership, Dues, Etc. 

Section 1. Every preacher in full connection with the Upper South Car- 
olina Conference shall be eligible to membership in this Society, and may 
be elected, by acclamation, at any meeting. Each member shall pay an 
annual fee of twenty-five (25) cents for the maintenance of the work of 
the society. 

Sec. 2. Any layman, living within the bounds of the Conference, shall 
be eligible to membership, and may be elected, by acclamation, at any 
meeting upon the payment of twenty-five (25) cents; and his member- 
ship may be continued by the annual payment of a similar sum. 

Article III. Officers, Managers, Etc. 

Section 1. The interests of this Society shall be under the supervision 
of a President, two Vice Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer, and a 
Curator for both Conferences in South Carolina, who shall discharge the 
duties usually pertaining to such offices; said officers shall be elected 
quadrennially at the sessions of the Annual Conferences next preceding 
the sessions of the General Conference. 

Sec. 2. The officers of this Society shall also constitute a Board of 
Managers, who shall have charge of all the interests of the Society ad 
interim, and shall arrange for the annual meetings, nominate the annual 
lecturer, and attend to all matters usual to Executive Boards. 

Article IV. Meetings. 

Section 1. This Society shall meet at least annually, during the ses- 
sions of the Upper South Carolina Conference, for the purpose of hearing 
lectures, sermons, etc., and transacting the business usually pertain- 
ing to such organizations. All papers read before the Society shall be 
considered its property and held as such. The time and place of meet- 
ing shall be designated by the President. 
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Sec. 2. The President, upon the request of ten members, may call a * 
special meeting, designating time and place, whenever the interests of 
the Society may be promoted thereby. 

Sec. 3. The meeting at Conference shall be the regular annual meeting 
of the Society. 

Article V. Object. 

The object of this Society shall be to collect and preserve all valuable 
information in connection with the rise and progress of Methodism within 
the bounds of the Upper South Carolina Conference and elsewhere; also 
objects of curiosity and interest in the form of manuscripts, books, 
pamphlets, medals, portraits, and anything else that may be of interest 
or value. 

Article VI. Property, Museum, Etc. 

Section 1. The property of this Society shall be deposited at Wofford 
College in a room maintained by this Society and the Society of the 
South Carolina Conference for their purposes, and kept by the Curator. 
Each article shall be properly numbered and labeled, the name, date, etc., 
to correspond with a like entry upon a register to be kept for that pur- 
pose by the Curator. All the property of the Societies shall be in 
charge of the Curator, who shall make an annual report to the Society 
of the general condition of said property, etc. No property shall be 
sold or given away or any wise disposed of except by order of this 
Society. 

Sec. 2. The property of this Society shall be open to inspection, under 
such rules and regulations as may be adopted by the Board of Man- 
agers; and in no case shall any article of any kind be removed from the 
museum, except by written consent of the Board of Managers; and a 
book shall be kept by the Curator showing receipts for all such bor- 
rowed articles, and the date of their return. 

Article VII. Change in Constitution. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended at any annual meeting 
of the Society by a vote of two-thirds of the members present.

MEMOIRS. 

Wesley Eidson Barre. 

The subject of this sketch, the Rev. Wesley Eidson Barre, was born in 
Edgefield county, S. C., August 11, 1851, and died at his home in 
Laurens, S. C., February 5, 1915, being thus in the sixty-fourth year of 
his age. Brother Barre was descended from sturdy, distinguished 
Methodist stock, his parents having been Rev. J. Wesley and Mrs. 
Catherine Eidson Barre. He was reared in an atmosphere of whole- 
some Christian piety, conducive to the development of the highest ideals 
of Christian character. He was early indoctrinated with the principles 
of our beloved Methodism. 

When about eighteen years of age, after having received the best 
educational advantages obtainable in the country schools of his native 
county, he entered Wofford College, from which institution he was duly 
graduated in June, 1873, together with John E. Carlisle, Hilliard F. 
Chreitzberg, E. K. Hardin, J. K. Jennings, Geo. E. Keitt, H. J. Kinard, 
Rhone, Roseborough, Wallace, Wannamaker, Webster, Wofford, J. W. 
Wolling, and Chas. Zimmerman, the most of whom have been to a 
more or less degree prominent in the history of South Carolina Meth- 
odism. After graduation. Brother Barre farmed, taught school and 
served as a local preacher for fourteen years. 

On December 24, 1874, he was happily married to a cousin of his, 
Miss M. Nettie Barre, a most estimable Christian woman, who proved 
indeed a worthy helpmeet to him amid all of the subsequent arduous 
years of a Methodist itinerant’s life. Of this union were born six 
children. One infant son died in 1884, another son, Ira S. Barre, pre- 
ceded him to the grave by only a few months, having died on October 
13, 1914. The surviving children are Mrs. Leila B. Moore, of Laurens, 
S. C.; Misses May Delle and Edna B. Barre, of Greenville, S. C., and 
Olin Barre, of Aliendale, S. C. 

About the year 1880, Brother Barre yielded to the Divine call to 
preach the gospel, and was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of the Orange Circuit, of which Rev. N. K. Melton was at that 
time preacher in charge. He was granted local deacon’s orders, on 
December 21, 1884, at the Annual Conference that met in Charleston 
that year, over which Bishop H. N. McTyeire presided. He was 
admitted on trial into the South Carolina Conference at Spartanburg, 
S. C., November 30, 1887, Bishop McTyeire again being president of 
the Conference. His Conference classmates were R. L. Holroyd, James 
W. Kilgo, W. B. Duncan, John L. Harley, S. T. Blackman, J. P. Atta- 
way, W. E. Wait and J. E. Mahaffey, all of whom survive him, with the 
exception of Rev. Robert L. Holroyd. These two joined the itinerant 
ranks together; their memoirs are read at the same time from the same 
platform, twenty-eight years after. He received his elder’s ordination 
at the hands of Bishop John C Keener, at Winnsboro, S. C., December 
20, 1888. 

Brother Barre was in active service for practically twenty years, hav- 
ing been superannuated eight years before his death. During the time 
of his active ministry, he served the following charges: Bethany Circuit, 
1888-1889; Manning Circuit, 1890-1893; Santuc, 1894; Kinards, 1895- 
1896; Conway Circuit, 1897-1899; Britton’s Neck, 1900-1901; Lexington, 
1902-1903; Pinopolis, 1904-1905; Princeton, 1906, and Waterloo, 1907. 
His health failing him about this time, he asked for, and was granted, 
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the superannuate relation, at the Conference at Gaffney, S. C., in Novem- 
ber, 1907. Soon after his superannuation he removed with his family to 
Laurens, S. C., where he made his home for the remainder of his earthly 
pilgrimage. 

For a number of years before his death, this man of God was in very 
feeble health; yet he was always cheerful, and loyal and faithful to his 
Church and to his Redeemer. He delighted in attending the Church 
services, and took an active part therein as long as his health would 
permit. On Sunday morning, the 24th of last January, he entered the 
earthly temple of his Lord for the last time. He was cheerful, and 
apparently as well as usual, but that evening he was stricken, and 
despite all that love and skill could do for him, he gradually lost his 
hold upon earth. His death was a triumphant one. During one of the 
lucid periods of his last days, he took the hand of his old college class- 
mate, Rev. John E. Carlisle, and said, “It is all right, John; I am not 
afraid to die; I am ready to go.” 

There was no sourness or bitterness in Brother Barre's heart for any- 
one. He was optimistic in his estimates of men. He was loyal to his 
Church, and jealous of her good name, and anxious for her peace and 
prosperity. He was, during his term of superannuation, the pastor’s 
friend and counselor, and he exerted a good influence by his safe, sane 
advice, and his consistent, loyal life, upon both the preacher and the 
people of the congregation among whom he spent his last days. He 
enjoyed the respect, the esteem and the confidence of all who knew 
him. In his passing, the world and the Church have alike suffered the 
loss of an estimable, faithful Christian gentleman. “Precious in the 
sight of the Lord is the death of his saints.” “Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from henceforth; yea, saith the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labors.” J. R. T. Major. 



Rufus A. Child, D. D. 

A great man and a good man fell on sleep in the city of Henderson- 
ville, N. C., on February last. His great abilities were proven in secular 
life and in the service of the Lord Jesus. To this day, men speak of 
his wisdom and eloquence as a lawyer and solicitor and legislator; and 
his brethren bear glad testimony to his sound judgment, his persuasive 
power, his lofty thinking, his great preaching, his gifts as a winner of 
souls and a counselor of believers. Oh, what a loss when his health 
failed — when he left us to be “forever with the Lord.” 

The Rev. Rufus Alexander Child was born in “Old Cambridge” (near 
Ninety-Six), S. C., May 12, 1850; was educated at Ninety-Six high 
school and Richmond College; studied law and began practice at Pick- 
ens, S. C., in 1872, and soon was a leader of the bar in upper South 
Carolina; served as a member of the House of Representatives, 1879-80; 
worked as editor of the Pickens Sentinel; was converted in 1883 and 
joined the Methodist Church; was called to preach and for several years 
rendered that service as a local preacher; entered the Conference in 1889, 
and from the beginning was among the foremost in winning souls, build- 
ing up believers and in promoting all the interests of the church and 
of his fellow men. His appointments were: Rock Hill 1890, Clio 1891-2-3, 
Chester 1894, Darlington 1895-6-7-8, Greenwood 1899, Cokesbury Dis- 
trict 1900-1-2, Greenville District 1903-4, financial agent of Wofford 
College 1905-1910, Lander College agent 1911-1913. His health failed in 
1913 and at the Conference closing that year he requested, and was 
given, a supernumerary relation, in which he continued to the end. 
While agent of Wofford College he raised over $100,000 for the endow- 
ment of the college — a rare achievement in that day. In every charge 
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he was successful — in the spiritual as well as the material interests of 
the Church. In 1899 he was placed upon the Book Committee of our 
Church and was one of its most valuable members until 1914 — after 
he was disabled by disease. From 1894 to 1913 he was a member of 
the Board of Managers of the Southern Christian Advocate. From 
1898 to 1914 he was a trustee of Wolford College. He -was president of 
our Legal Conference 1903-13. He served with distinct ability in the 
General Conference of 1902 and 1906. About ten years ago Erskine 
College conferred on him the degree of Doctor of Divinity and honored 
herself and us by the act. Brother Child was a most useful man. 
Whenever we needed sound judgment and fair discriminating decision 
we at once turned to him and he never failed us. So much was his 
ability recognized that even in ill health Weaverville College sought his 
services, and the Southern Assembly of Junaluska obtained a few 
months’ work from him about the year 1910. 

Dr. Child was twice married — first in early manhood to Miss Bessie 
Holcombe, of Pickens, and about 1893 to Miss Maggie A. Roper, of 
Marlboro. Seven children were the fruit of these unions — all of whom 
are still living. He was a home-lover and richly enjoyed the blessedness 
of the sweet homes made by his helpmeets. 

Our brother was a man true as steel, kind, thoughtful, courteous, 
large-hearted, faithful to the uttermost to God and his fellow men. In 
his friendships he never faltered nor for a moment hesitated to stand 
with his friend in any stress. Always certain in his religious experience, 
during the last five years of his life he deepened in his love and trust 
and delighted more and more in the things of God, and his heart held 
a wonderful and growing charity for all men. A great man has fallen 
this year in Israel and a devoted man has entered into his rest. “Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord.” John O. Willson. 



Richard Robert Dagnall. 

The sunshine of our Conference assemblies faded, when Richard 
Robert Dagnall fell on sleep last summer. No matter how tense might 
be the conditions, nor how depressing the situation, this man who loved 
God and human kind, dispersed the tenseness and banished the sadness 
whenever he spoke to us. It was not simply the humor which never 
failed, it was a cheerful love which dominated all conditions and situa- 
tions. His wit never wounded, his humor never hurt; both brightened 
and blest always. How we will miss him in both of the South Carolina 
Conferences ! May a double portion of his spirit fall upon us all, and 
especially rest upon some who shall rise up to be the maker of cheer 
and inspiration when these are needed most. 

The Rev. Richard Robert Dagnall, the son of Elbert FI. and Martha 
Dagnall, was born in Augusta, Ga., March 17, 1838. St. Patrick’s 
Day was his birthday. Had his being born under this star anything to 
do with his charming spirit? Reared in a Christian home, our brother 
grew up “in the nurture of the Lord.” He was awakened under the 
preaching of Dr. J. O. A. Clark in early life and joined the church. 
Clearly converted, he felt called to preach and was licensed in 1857, 
and in the same year was admitted on trial into the South Carolina 
Conference. He was sent as junior preacher to the Savannah River 
Mission and worked faithfully. At the end of the year he asked to be 
discontinued that he might pursue his studies at school. However, he 
was persuaded by a Presiding Elder in Georgia to serve a charge in 
1859. Before entering Conference he had attended school in Augusta and 
Alexander, Georgia. Now he went to the Cokesbury Conference School 
and remained through 1861. He taught school during 1862, and in 
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December of that year was readmitted into the South Carolina Con- 
ference, along with Revs. J. C. Hartsell, R. C. Oliver and Samuel A. 
Weber. Thereafter for forty-three years he served charges in all parts 
of South Carolina and a few in North Carolina. At the Conference in 
1905, he was granted a superannuate relation and so remained to the 
end. During these years he preached constantly and once was practically 
a preacher in charge. Everywhere he went, when effective and retired, 
he won hearts, not only to him, but to his Lord, and he built up believers 
in the faith. His was a faithful and fruitful ministry. 

Brother Dagnall was an earnest and impressive preacher. He real- 
ized his responsibility and privilege as an ambassador of Christ, and 
with all his powers he proclaimed his messages. Oftentimes there were 
flashes of humor and always a pathetic earnestness. It was natural that 
he was a winner of souls, and many will rise up and bless him in the 
coming day. His social characteristics were charming. It was a pleas- 
ure to meet him and talk with him whether the subject was common- 
place, or concerning the deep things of God. He carried sunshine 
wherever he went, and in this world of sorrow that alone was a great 
mission. 

On November 20, 1867, he married Miss Mary E. Hellams, of Laurens 
county. His love and admiration of his helpmeet were marked. He 
attributed much of his success to the good woman who bore the burdens 
of life with him, and who made his home a haven of rest and comfort. 
Four children were the fruit of their marriage: Robert Elbert, William 
Alexander, Atticus Haygood and Mary, now Mrs. Paul Allen. Their 
sorrow by his death is shared by hundreds; their comfort in the assur- 
ance that he has entered into everlasting rest is likewise shared by 
many. “Mark the perfect man and behold the upright, for the end of 
that man is peace.”

George Thomas Harmon, Sr. 

Rev. George Thomas Harmon, Sr., was born in Abbeville county, S. 
C., April 12, 1850, the son of Rev. Appleton G. (a worthy local preacher) 
and Mrs. Caroline R. Harmon. At less than twenty years of age, he 
entered the South Carolina Conference in December, 1869. At one 
o’clock on the morning of May 28, 1915, he quietly passed away in the 
full triumph of the gospel faith. 

Brother Harmon had not — owing to post bellum conditions in our 
Southland — the advantages of a college education; but a good foundation 
was laid in the common schools; he continued diligently in the habits of 
study early begun, and, endowed with a strong and logical mind, he 
soon became one of our best preachers. Quite forty years ago when we 
first had the pleasure of hearing him, he preached with unusual promise. 
Afterwards, at his best — when his splendid voice came to the help of 
logic and rhetoric — he had fully justified that promise. 

Brother Harmon served in the Conference for thirty-six years, except- 
ing two years in the local ranks. Even while local, however, his valued 
services could not be spared, and for one of these years he served as a 
supply. After taking his supernumerary relation, in 1905, he also filled 
out an unexpired year at Williamston and Belton; besides preaching 
often on special occasions throughout the decade, and regularly lectur- 
ing most ably to the Bible class at Williamston. His last public service 
was in the Baptist church at Williamston. He was really not able to 
preach, but his unconquerable spirit carried him through; as, for many 
months, it had beaten back the approaches of disease and death. 

In the Conference Brother Harmon served with success almost every 
grade of work — Circuit, station and district. Perhaps his eight years’ 
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work as Presiding Elder was his best. This office afforded a fine scope 
for his peculiar abilities. His has been a conspicuously honorable and 
honored career among us. 

December 17, 1873, Brother Harmon was married to Miss Margaret 
L. Seibels, a rare spirit, a true helpmeet, who went to her reward 
nine years ago. This couple had four children: Lavinia (Mrs. Peter 
Stokes), Carrie Lou, G. T. Harmon, Jr., of the South Carolina Confer- 
ence, and Margaret (Mrs. Hugh Stokes). 

If this sketch should be colored by partial friendship, it is not strange. 
I was one of Brother Harmon’s closest friends. While his pastor for 
three years our brotherly association was sweet and inspiring. He kept 
in close touch with all questions of the day, both of State and Church. 
We differed much, but differed in love. His was the true chivalry — the 
heart of gold — that made impossible the querulous spirit or hasty word. 

Very touching was our farewell in early May. He had been ailing 
for quite a time. All were anxious about him. He himself faced the 
situation squarely. To me and several of the children present he 
said: “I do not know what may happen, but I want you all to know 
that I am ready.” I am told that the end came gloriously, triumphantly, 
to this true soldier of the cross. It could not be otherwise. Like Paul, 
he was persuaded that Christ was ever keeping that which he had long 
ago committed to Him. We lay our poor tribute upon his grave, but 
the Master has given him the star-genuned crown of immortality.

Robert Lee Holroyd. 

The Rev. Robert Lee Holroyd was born in Mercer county. West Vir- 
ginia, May 23, 1863. As indicated by the name, he was of English 
ancestry. In early childhood, he attended the common school of the 
community, going from there to the school at Athens, West Va. Upon 
finishing the course at Athens, he devoted several years of his life to 
teaching. 

On June 30, 1886, he was married to Miss Lula E. Wiggins, daughter 
of the Rev. Casper E. Wiggins, who was for many years an honored 
member of the South Carolina Annual Conference. Of this union seven 
boys were born: Emory, Raymond, Charles, Casper, Lemuel, Paul and 
Francis Lander. 

Brother Holroyd was admitted on trial into the South Carolina Annual 
Conference in December, 1887, with A. B. Earle, W. E. Barre, Jas. W. 
Kilgo, W. B. Duncan, J. L. Harley, R. A. Yongue, S. T. Blackman, J. 
P. Attawav, W. L. Wait and Jas. E. Mahaffey. 

In November, 1889, at Camden, S. C., he was ordained deacon by 
Bishop J. C. Keener, and at Darlington, in December, 1891, he was 
ordained elder by Bishop J. C. Granberry. 

The following charges were served by him: Berkeley Circuit, 1888; 
North George’s Circuit, 1889; Lexington Fork Circuit, 1890-1892; Black 
Swamp Circuit, 1893-1896; Hampton Circuit, 1897-1899; Bethel and 
Glendale Circuit, 1900-1903; Cumberland Circuit, 1904; Williamston and 
Belton, 1905-1907, and up to April 1, 1908; St. Paul’s, Greenville, April 
1, 1908, to December, 1911; Kingstree District, 1912-1913; Rock Hill 
District, 1914 to the end of his life’s pilgrimage, July 25, 1915. 

He was for three years Conference Secretary of Missions. Brother 
Holroyd was diligent and faithful in all of these charges and in some 
of them eminently successful. He was a systematic worker, and gifted 
in the mastery of details. A faithful pastor, he won the love of his 
people; a strong gospel preacher, he won souls for his Divine Lord. 
Under his wise leadership the Church was strengthened and the King- 
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dom of God was advanced. His whole life was given to the work of the 
ministry. His work in the Rock Hill District, where his labors were 
ended, was of a high order. To this work, all his thought and energy 

were given. He took loving interest in every preacher, in every church. 

The District Conference was held at Chester in July, and, though not 
well, he wisely directed its work. Reaching his home, he placed him- 
self under the physician’s care. All was done that could be done, but 
to no avail. The Master had need for him in the Upper Room. On 
the last Sabbath in July, very early, he answered the call and went 
home to God. We know where to find him. Some day we shall greet him 
again in the Father’s house. P. B. Wells. 



John Kelly McCain. 

There passed out from the scenes of earth into the great unseen, at 
Gray Court, S. C., February 4, 1915, one of earth’s noblemen. I refer 
to Rev. John Kelly McCain, who was born February 22, 1839, in Abbe- 
ville county, near the Edgefield line, also near the Savannah River. His 
father, William L. McCain, was a man of sterling character, guileless as a 
child, yet courageous and brave to do the right, and one of the highest 
Christian characters I have yet met. His mother was Emily Thornton, 
a noble woman and an ideal mother. 

Brother McCain grew up in a home of piety and was taught a religion 
and morality of Puritan type. He joined the Methodist Church 
(Republican church) on old Edgefield Circuit, when about seventeen 
years of age. Soon after this he had vivid impressions that his life 
work would be the ministry. Resisting these impressions, he soon lost 
his spiritual life and went back to the world. Being of a strong nature 
everyway, he did not do things by halves, so that the pious boy soon 
became an intense sinner. When twenty-two years of age he went into 
the Confederate army and was a brave soldier. He was fearfully 
wounded at the Battle of Second Manassas by a shell. From this 
wound he suffered more or less all of his life. After the war he settled 
on a farm. 

At the beginning of 1868 I became the pastor of the family and 
boarded in his home for two years. It was during a meeting at Repub- 
lican church in July of that year that he was powerfully converted, 
clear as the blue sky. He at once answered the call to preach, which 
came as clear as his conversion. He had great difficulties to overcome, 
but he did not confer with flesh and blood. I had the privilege of direct- 
ing and aiding him in his studies for eighteen months. He was licensed 
to preach in July, 1869, and began at once, preaching his first sermon 
one year after his conversion at the same church. The effect was won- 
derful — the whole congregation was moved to weeping or shouting. 

Owing to the continued illness of his wife, he did not join the Con- 
ference until two years later, but supplied Cokesbury Circuit as junior 
preacher for 1870. At the Conference in 1871, at Spartanburg, he 
was admitted on trial. From that day until he left us for the Higher 
Work he never spared himself in the work of a Methodist preacher — 
thirty-seven years in active work and six on the retired list. He never 
had a light work. He served large circuits and served them faithfully 
and acceptably. 

Brother McCain was a strong preacher — all of his sermons were 
thoroughly prepared and delivered with great earnestness. He seemed 
to have felt a special call to rebuke sin. His power to expose sham 
and hypocrisy was terrific, and his sermons of love and sympathy 
seemed to have gone beyond in intensity — his terrible rebuke of evil. 
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But the best was — he succeeded, and many will rise up in that day and 
call him blessed. 

Brother McCain, in his domestic life, revealed the nobility of his nature. 
His loyalty to his parents and devotion to wife and children were 
unbroken by any changes. He was first married in 1860 to Miss Sallie 
Reynolds, of Edgefield county. There were born to them four children. 
Two died in childhood and one in young manhood and one still lives, 
John C. McCain, sheriff of Richland county. Sister McCain died early 
in 1871. In September, 1872, he was again married to Miss Fannie A. 
Henry, of Richland county. There were born to them six children, two 
of whom have died: Frank P. and Nannie Emma McCain. The four 
surviving are: William H., A. Thornton, P. Rembert and Minnie Laurens 
McCain. His last wife died in 1914. 

Brother McCain’s dust sleeps beside that of his last wife, in the 
Methodist cemetery at Gray Court. 

To prepare this memoir has been to me a labor of love. Brother 
McCain has been my friend almost forty-eight years. While six years 
my senior, God gave him to me in his personal salvation in my third 
year in the ministry. Nothing has broken this tie of love and friendship 
all of these years, and nothing will in that life where time and years are 
not counted, but ev erlasting life which is lov e. 

“Where thou art gone 

Adieus and farewells are a sound unknown. 

May I but meet thee on that peaceful shore,

Isaac Jackson Newberry. 

The Rev. Isaac Jackson Newberry was born in Sumter county, S. C., 
near Mechanicsville, January 28, 1835. At the age of five years he moved 
with his parents to Darlington county, where he grew to manhood. 

His childhood and youth were safeguarded and blessed by the atmos- 
phere of a Christian home. His father was a preacher in the Protestant 
Methodist Church, and his home was a home of prayer, where the morn- 
ing and evening sacrifice were regularly offered to a throne of grace and 
mercy. 

Owing to the death of his father in 1853, his educational advantages 
were limited to the common schools of the neighborhood; but young New- 
berry made good use of such opportunities as he had, and, by home study 
and reading, prepared himself for teaching, in which calling he was 
employed for some time. 

He was married October 14, 1856, to Miss Frances Rebecca Young, 
and on November 25, 1858, their first and only child, Cora Saluda, who 
afterwards became the wife of Dr. C. M. Littlejohn, was born. 

In 1853 Brother Newberry was soundly converted and at once felt 
a call to preach the gospel. He did not hesitate, but applied for, and 
was granted, license in the fall of 1858 as a preacher in the Protestant 
Methodist Church. For fifteen years he labored for this church as a 
missionary. 

He joined the South Carolina Conference in 1873 at Sumter, S. C., and 
was sent to the Pacolet Circuit. He remained there for three years 
doing a most excellent work. From Pacolet he was sent to the Pee Dee 
Circuit, where he had a year of great success. Over two-hundred were 
converted and one hundred and eighty joined the church. His next 
appointment was Cherokee Springs for two years. During this time 
he built a good parsonage. His next work was Santuc Circuit, where 
during his stay, he built another parsonage. From Santuc he was sent 
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to Rich Hi^l Circuit. This was his last charge. During the spring of 
that year his health began to fail, and in July he was stricken down with 
a severe attack of rheumatism, from which he never fully recovered. 

After eight years of work he was superannuated. His term of service, 
though brief, was effective. One of his former parishioners said of him: 
“He was not a star preacher, but his Godly life, his earnest conversation 
and fervent prayers in the homes of his people, his clear exposition of 
the Scriptures and his fervent exhortation in the pulpit marked him as 
a man of God.” We can truly say of him, “Of such are the Kingdom 
of God.” His life exhaled sweetness wherever he went, and his influence 
was always helpful and uplifting. 

His wife preceded him to the grave by several years and in this 
bereavement he bore himself as only a child of God can. He exclaimed 
to a friend: “The Lord gave and the Lord hath taken away. Blessed 
be the name of the Lord.” 

It was during this same year, 1910, that he left South Carolina for 
the far Northwest, to make his home in the State of Washington with 
his daughter and her husband, Mrs. and Dr. C. M. Littlejohn. 

At 5:30 o’clock on the morning of June 19, 1915, our brother, after a 
long and painful illness, through which he bore himself with Christian 
fortitude, “fell on sleep” in the full assurance of faith and hope.

Jesse E. Rushton. 

Rev. Jesse E. Rushton was born on a farm in Edgefield (now Saluda) 
county, August 21, 1848. Along with all other youths of his time, his 
opportunity for an education was blighted by the Civil War. At 21 
years of age he had not made a beginning in the schools. In Sep- 
tember, 1873, he entered Wofford College and graduated June 6, four 
years later. He was converted September 3, 1869, in the arms of his 
pastor, Rev. J. T. Kilgo. He felt a call to preach the gospel the same 
day. From the time of his conversion till his death he was a diligent 
servant of his Lord. He was licensed to preach at a Quarterly Confer- 
ence, held at Esscory church, Saluda county, September 17, i875. He 
was admitted into the South Carolina Conference December 14, 1881. 
At the Sumter Conference, in 1883, he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
A. W. Wilson, and at the Conference in Columbia, 1885, he was ordained 
elder by Bishop J. C. Keener.' 

Brother Rushton served the following appointments in the South Caro- 
lina Conference: Edisto, 1882; Cokesbury, 1883; Abbeville, 1884-5; 
Trades ville, 1886; Clyde, 1887-9; Lamar, 1891-2; Johnson ville, 1893-4; 
Oswego, 1895-7; Easley and Bethesda, 1898-9; Lake City, 1900-03; 
North Mullins, 1904-7; Blenheim, 1908-9; Smoaks, 1910-11; Lexington, 
1912-13; Springfield, 1914; Leesville Circuit, 1915 — three months. 

On November 27, 1883, he was married to Miss Nora Lee Harmon, of 
Newberry. To them were born nine children, seven of whom are now 
living. As a man he was frank and fearless. His dignified deportment, 
deliberative mind and sympathetic nature inspired a quiet confidence in 
his people. He was firm in his opinion and convictions, though he was 
not intolerant towards others. He, guided by reason rather than by 
impulse, believed his people would follow him, once they were made to 
understand the wisdom of his course: hence he was patient and tactful, 
inciting little opposition, but moving those to whom he ministered in 
solid phalanx. Some of the best country churches and parsonages in the 
State stand as a memorial to his leadership. 

Brother Rushton read standard books on theology. Light reading 
did not appeal very strongly to him. The Bible text was the greatest 
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source of his equipment for the pulpit. He seldom discussed abstract 
themes. His sermons grew out of a chosen text. They were strong and 
orthodox. Often they were delivered with great power. He was very 
slow to take up any new doctrine. His calling was too sacred for him 
to use it to minister to itching ears. When he lifted his voice to pro- 
claim a message, he was also prepared to defend it. 

As an evangelistic pastor he was earnest and sincere. There was no 
suggestion of levity after he had entered the pulpit. He had no clap- 
trap methods, but trusted the gospel to do its work. And surely in the 
hands of Jesse E. Rushton it was the power of God. In some of his 
meetings souls were saved by the hundreds. At such times he seemed 
never to get tired. After preaching he would spend hours working 
with penitents as they pleaded for mercy at the altar of the church. 

When he came to his appointment at Leesville it was clear that the 
girdle of the once stalwart body was loose. The step was feeble, the 
winter was hard; but through cold and rain he went to his appointments. 

Often his people protested against such exposure, but this quiet hero, 
immured to toil, had been accustomed to brave the weather. However, 
he was forced to admit that his strength was fast going from him. He 
said that he was not able to meet his appointments on Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 14th, and decided to stay at home and rest. About nine o’clock 
that day he passed into the presence of his Master. On the following 
Tuesday a great congregation of friends and relatives assembled in 
Bethlehem church, on Saluda Circuit, and gave testimony to the high 
regard in which he was held in his home community. Dr. J. W. Kilgo, 
assisted by Revs. J. PI. Thacker, O. A. Jeffcoat, A. M. Gardner and C. 

E. Peele, conducted the last sad rites, and laid his body to rest in the 
yard of the church of his childhood. C. E. Peele.

Howard M. Hamill, D. D. 

The life of the Rev. Howard M. Hamill, D. D., President of the Inter- 
national Sunday School Association, Superintendent of Teacher Train- 
ing of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and Chaplain General of 
the United Confederate Veterans’ Association, came peacefully to an 
end on January 21, 1915, at Tate Springs, Tenn. 

When the announcement of his death flashed over the wires, it touched 
with sadness vast multitudes of men, women and children who had 
fallen under his influence and whose lives had been made stronger and 
purer and happier because of his faithful ministrations. It may be 
truthfully said that no man of his generation, in any Church, stood 
higher in the councils of Sunday School workers, or whose voice com- 
manded greater respect. When he fell there passed away one of the 
Lord’s captains, a leader of men and a commander in the great Sunday 
School army “Whose mighty tread is now heard around the world.” 

Dr. Hamill was born in the State of Alabama. He was the son of 
Rev. Joseph Hamill, a Scotchman and Methodist preacher, who was 
for more than forty years a member of the Alabama Conference. And 
though Dr. Hamill’s life was cast for many years north of Mason-Dixon 
line, his love for the South suffered no abatement. How could it be 
possible for a man of his mold to forget the land of his birth, the land 
to which he gave himself, when, as a lad of sixteen, he donned the grey 
and enlisted in the army of Virginia? Among the things that he 
prized most was the fact that he was permitted as a soldier boy to 
serve as “orderly” under Lee. When elected President of the Interna- 
tional Convention, which met in Chicago in 1914, he responded in part 
as follows: “I am proud to take this honor back to my Southland, to 
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the old boys in grey, to show them how Chicago has honored one of their 
number.” His monograph of “The Old South,” a prose poem of the 
highest order, shows his esteem for his native land. 

Measured by the best standards. Dr. Hamill was a great man. But 
the thing that most impressed the writer of this tribute, as he came into 
intimate association with him, was his strong hold upon and confidence in 
his Lord. More than once when trials came and burdens were heavy, 
has he said to me: “Beaty, let’s draw aside for a little while and tell 
it all to God.” The following bit of verse, entitled “My Lord,” and 
written by him a year before his death, shows the atmosphere in which 
he moved: 

“Sometimes, dear Lord, in hours of loneliness, 

When, like a child, I long for thy caress, 

On my bowed head, as silently I stand, 

I feel thy loving hand. 

And sometimes when the heavy shadows lie 
Along my path, as unto thee I cry, 

More swiftly than the morning sunbeams fall 
My heart doth hear thee call.” 

As gifted as he was in so many respects, I believe that his chief and 
greatest asset was his unswerving and unconquerable faith in God. 

Dr. Hamill was a born teacher. Marion Lawrence, the great Sunday 
School leader, said of him: “He was the greatest teacher I ever knew.” 
Combined with a large and accurate fund of information, a rare lucidity 
of expression and a remarkable faculty for illustration, there was a 
strength of utterance which gave to his classroom, platform and pulpit 
work great power. 

He had a passion for work, and his large field, covering the whole 
territory of the Southern Methodist Church, furnished the opportunity 
for the best of his extraordinary skill as a Sunday School organizer, 
teacher and lecturer. That he wrought well during the fourteen years 
that he was with us is evidenced by the progress made within this period 
and to which he contributed in so large a degree. On and on went this 
man of untiring zeal, with little or no let-up for rest, holding institutes, 
visiting the Annual Conferences, and pleading for the cause to which 
he had given his life, until he could work no longer. Those who heard his 
last plea for Sunday Schools, delivered before the South Carolina Confer- 
ence at its session in Sumter, November, 1914, will never forget the man 
nor his masterly address. This message delivered, he returned to his 
home in Nashville for a brief rest. He soon found rest — in another and 
better world. “Servant of God, well done!” L. F. Beaty.
